OPVPAWA, Noy, 18 (Canadian Press) 
—While there’ is little diapdsiiion in 
Solitica) circles at the capital to think 
that a Dominion election is likely ‘to 
be held in the near future, +t 44 auth- 
oritatively stated that there are no 
reasons Why the tiecessary prepara- 
tions for the taking of a vote could 
not we made within a comparatively 
short time. While things are not now 
in a state of preparedness it is ex- 
plained thet the printing, of the mec- 
essary lists and other necessary work 
could’ be rushed. t 

In this connection it is also ex- 
plained that the holding of a general 
election ‘would not necessarily involve 
a further postponement of the taking 
of the bone-dry vote !n Canada, which 
has been fixed for April 18.1921. The 
effect of the enabling legislation to be 
passed by parliament ie to reduce the 
cost af the vote by half a million dol- 
lars by using the new Ontario lists. 
The referendum could he theld under 
existing legislation but the cost would 
be greater.

CAPITAL CASES 
TO COME BEFORE 
PRIVY COUNCIL 


Twelve Executions Are Fixed to 
Take Place in Next Three 
Months 


Ottawa, Noy, 18,—(Canadian Press) 
—The government will shortly have 
a long list of capital cases for consid- 
eration. The number of executions 


jalready fixed for December, January 


and February, is twelve, and none of 
them has as yet received cabinet con-
